CHEERS IN THE COURT 


A Day of Sensations in the 
Baccarat Case. 


Cumming’s Counsel Assails the Heir to 
the British Throne. 


The Confession Signed to Save the 
Prince of Wales, 


Solicitor-General Clarke’s Speech 
to the Jury Caused Applause 
In the Courtroom—Plain-~ 
tiff Was Cheered.

_ Lonpon, June 8.—|By Cable and 
Associated Press.] When the trial of 
the baccarat scandal case was resumed 
today, Sir Charles Russell took up bis 
address for the defense, which was in- 
terrupted last Saturday by the ad- 
journment of court. Sir Charles com- 
menced by calling attention. to Sir 
William Gordon Cummings’s method 
of playing, saying: It what Arthur 
Stanley Wilson has sworn to took 
place, it excluded all that class of sug- 
gestions of which no trace appeared in 
the correspondence between Sir Will- 
iam, Gen. Williams and Lord Coventry 
to the effect that the accusation arose 
from a misunderstanding of plaintiff’s 
system of play.“ Sir Charles said 
that in his opinion the only course open 
to Sir Edward Clarke, leading 
counsel for plaintiff, was to 
announce the. whole accusation 
as an invention. This, he said. 
would be fatal. Was it possible for 
an innocent man to adopt the course 
taken by the plaintiff?’ asked the 
attorney. He says he did not ask to 
be confronted With witnesses because 
he was advised not to do so, but the 
impulse of an honorable man would 
have been to insist that bis accusers 
should be brought face to face with 
him. Instead of this, the jury had 
placed before them a feeble suggestion 
that witnesses mistook for acts otf 
cheating coups trois. If this was so, 
plaintiff's conduct could have been 
explained, but there was no syllable of 
suggestion “of that kind uttered at 
Taubycroft, Plaintiff signed that 
paper and knew that so doing was the 
same as an admission of guilt.” 

Sir Charles then endeavored to dis- 
family and other members of the Tau- 
bycroft baccarat party, which he an- 
ticipated would be one of a few errors

Edward Clarke would make for the 
other side, concluding with the remark 
that he confidently left defendants’ 
case in the of the jury, being 
fully aware the latter would do their 
duty and their verdict would uphold 
the evidence which was given in their 
behalf. 

When Sir Charles Russell sat down 
there was a murmur of surprise, coun- 
sel for the defense having closed his 
address rather unexpectedly. | 

CLARK HAS HIS INNING. 

Solicitor-General Sir Edward Clarke, 
leading counsel for plaintiff. took the 
floor and in a few sentences tersely in- 
vited the attention of the jury. He 
then commenced by saying: It has 
been common talk that the Prince of 
Wales’s continual presence in court 
during the trial of this suit has been 
for the purpose of restraining the 
tongues of the lawyers engaged in the 
case from commenting upon the 
* of Wales in connection with 
t. 

This remark caused a sensation, but 
was nothing to what followed. 

Continuing, Sir Edward intimated 
that the presence of the Prince of 
Wales in court would not prevent him 
from making any comment necessary, 
saying that the counsel had a painful 
duty to perform, and that he intended 
to perform if honestiy and fairly. 
His opponents, he continued, had 
always been careful to allude to him, 
(counsel for the plaintiff,) as ‘Solicitor 
General.“ and he added: Wnile lam 

roud of the title, I must remind the 
lord that Lappear in this case simply 
as an Engli-h barrister, and I am 
obliged to disregard friendships, and 
even my Own interests, and comment 
on the couduct and evidence of the 
highest in the land.” 

Sir Edward Clarke, as he uttered 
these last words, turned squarely 
around until he faced the Prince of 
Wales, upon whom every eye in the 
court was then fixed, and who nerv- 
ousiy crossed his legs, while the audi- 
ence was utterly aghast at what was 
considered to be the audacity of the 
Solicitor-General. In several direc- 
tions the whispered comment. Why. 
he is going to attack the Prince of 
Wales!“ was distinctly heard, and 
caused all the attention to be riveted 
upon the plaintiff's counsel... 

A RAP AT THE PRINCE. 

Continuing, the Solicitor-General 
remarked that Sir Charles Russell, for 
the defendants, had said that even if 
the jury found for the plaintiff and ais- 
regarded thé document the latter had 
signed at Tanbvycroft, the military au- 
thorities would take the matter up, 


the army list.“ I wish tosay in unmis- 
takable terms,“ éxclaimed Sir Edward 
Clarke, raising his voice until it rang

ly at the heir apparent. 

HOW WALES TOOK IT.

hen court adjourned for luncheon, 
the Prince of Wales hurriedly left his 
seat on the bench and, contrary to his 
usual babits of politeness, completely 
disregarded the humble courtesies of 
several dames seated in his immediate 
vicinity. 

The Solicitor-General, resuming After 
recess, dwelt strongly upon the fact 
that the Prince of Wales, Gen. Will- 
iams and Lord Coventry all passed 
their opinions on Arthur Stanley Wil- 
son's statement, which the latter had 
since modified, and upon the fact that 
the Prince of Wales, Lord Coventr 
and Gen. Williams testified that ther 
had not been asingle suspicious act 
upon the partof Sir William Gordon 
Cumming. Sir Edward Clarke dilated 
upon the facihty with which people

I wish people would put their stakes in 
a conspicuous place,’ came to the con- 
clusion that Sir William had been 
cheating and rose from the table full 
of a valiant resolution, but, changing 
his mind, wrote to his motner-in-law iu 


and then returned to play again and 
afterward directed the attention of the 
Prince of Wales, who was again pres- 
ent, to the affair and who, without 
hearing Sir William’s version of the

“What was Sir William Gordon Cum- 
ming’s reason for signing the document 
about which so much has been said?“ 
asked the Solicitor-General, looking 
straight into the Prince of Wales's 
eyes. It was,“ he said, after an ef- 
fective pause, to save the Prince of 
Wales.“ 

“Among the mass of the people,“ 
Sir Edward continued, uttering each 
word with startling distinctness, It is

“The document,“ continued Sir 
Edward Clarke, with increasing force 
and amid a most. deathiy silence 
throughout the courtroom, “was signed 
by Sir William Gordon Cumming in 
order to save the Prince of Wales 
from scandal. The motto of Sir 
William Gordon Cumming’s race is 
‘Without fear.’ He came into the 
witness box without fear, confident of 
a verdict which would wipe this stain 
from his noble record of service with 
his gallant regiment of brave soldiers.“ 

Sir Edward Clarke’s plain language 
throughout wheu he referred to the 
Prince of Wales and when he made 
the assertion that the precis was pre- 
pared by Lord Coventry and signed by 
Sit William Gordon Cumming solely in 
order to shield the Prince of Wales 
from scandal, caused one of the great- 
est sensations of this sensational trial, 
and those who heard the remarks 
made in court were so engrossed with 
them that they were generally, dis- 
cussed afterward, aud were commented 
upon in club and other circles. far into 
the night and early moruing. 

The Solicitor-General quoted as a 
basis of these startling allegations, an 
extract from the Earl of Coventry’s 
diary in which the following words oc- 
cur: „We were induced to recom- 
mend this course because we desired 
to avoid scandal, and in order to keep 
the name of the Prince of Wales out 
of it.“ “Sir William Gordon Cum- 
ming as well as the Earl of Coventry,” 
said Sir Edward, “is loyal to the 
Prince of Wales, who has been most 
kind to him, and Sir William Gordon 
Cumming signed that document be- 
cause he was willing to sacrilice him- 
self, as his old friends were willing to 
sacrifice him, inorder to save the rep- 
utation of one,, the recollection of 
whose friendship will always be bright 
in his memory.”’ 

The Solicitor-General then said, 
slowly to the jury: It is too late to 
undo much of the mischief which 
has been done.“ Turning to the 
Prince of Wales, and looking the lat- 
ter direct in the face for about the 
space of a minute, he continued, in a 
voice apparently shaken with emotion,

Sir Edward Clarke's speech was_re-.

was a spontaneous burst of applause— 

cheering and hand-clapping—through- 

out the court, which caused the Lord 

Chief Justice to shout, ‘*Silence!—this 

is not a theater.“ The Lord Chief 

Justice’s call bad the desired effect; 

the applause stopped, but, as Sir Wil- 

liam Gerdon Cumming rose from his 

seat a minute later and while the 


Prince of Wales and Lord Col- 
eridge were still on the bench, 
there was a renewal of the 


cheers and hand-clapping ‘of 
which plaintiff appeared to take no 
notice, The jury, it was plainly evi- 
dent, appeared greatly impressed with 
the speech of the Solicitor-Generai and 
as he ended it the remark was heard 
throughout the court: “Cumming will 
get a verdict, or at least the jury will 
disagree.”’ 

The court then adjourned until to- 
morrow, when the Lord Chief Justice 
will sum up and the case will be given 
to the jury. 


A GHASTLY DEED. 


ANOTHER BLOODY TRAGEDY AT 
THE STATE CAPITAL. 


A Rejected Lover Shoots His Swoet- 
‘heart and Then Himself—The 
Mantis Dead— Tho Girl 
May Recover.

SACRAMENTO, June 8.—|By the As- 

sociated Press.] Shortly after 1 

o’clock this afternoon John Enos 


Silva Perry shot pretty Mamie Frates 
and then himself. 

The awful deed was committed in a 
neat cottage on T street, between 
Second and Third streets. There were 
no eye-witnesses to the shooting. Just 
after noon the mother of the girl left 
her alone in the cottage while she 
went to call on a neighbor. 
Perry was a cousin of the girl and was 
anxious to marry her, but the proposi- 
tion was neither acceptable to her nor 
to her parents. He had been away for 
some time, workingina mill on Big 
River, Mendooino county. He re- 
turned to the city yesterday and went 
to the house of Mr. rates, father of 
the girl, and by virtue of his kinship 
Was accepted as a guest. 

After breakfast this morning he 
went away and was not seen about the 
place until he was found in a bedroom 
with a bullet in his head. He had 
evidently waited around, watching the 
place, in the hope of obtaining an in- 
terview with the girl. From all ap- 
pearances he had met the girl at the 
front door, but, she wished to avoid 
him and started to a back room to 
escape to the back yard. As she 
reached the door he fired a 38-caliber 
bulldog pistol at her. The bullet 
missed. As she reached the back 
door and he was close upon her he 
fired again. The second bullet struck 
the poor girl just above the right ear. 
She must have fallen just inside the 
door that leads te the back porch, for 
a great pool of blood shows that she 
lay there for some little time. She 
evidently recovered from the shock 
and the swoom that followed the pene- 
tration of the bullet into her head and 
endeavored to escape. The handrail 
of the steps, leading from the door to 
the yard, was red with blood in which 
her hands became smeared as she 
struggled to her feet. This rail and 
steps, some ten in number, are a fear- 
ful sight, the first being covered with 
blood from her hands and the steps 
draggled with that in which her skirts 
became covered .as she writhed and 
struggled on the floor. 

As soon as it was learned by the 
neighbors that the murder had been 
committed, officers were notified. 
‘They rushed to the spot. They were 
the first to enter the heuse and found 
Mamie lying in the yard, conscious, 
though evidently suffering, while 
Perry was lying on his back in the 
front bedroom, gasping in the agonies 
of death, although owing to his won- 
derful vitality he did not die uutil 
more than two hours later. Mamie 
was first seen and carried into the 
basement kitchen ahd while Capt. Lee 
questioned her, officer Gibson discoy- | 
ered Perry in the position described 
above. Messages were sent for the 
giri’s father, who works in the railroad 
shop, and fora physician. Dr. Hunt- 
ington soon arrived and attended to the 
girl, while Perry was taken to the re- 
ceiving hospital. 

Dr. Huntington discovered that the 
girl had been shot twice. One bullet 
entered just above ber right ear, and 
the other to the right and above her 
righteye. Both bullets are imbedded 
in her head and were not removed. 
Dr. Huntington fears that the upper 
bullet penetrated the exterior plate of 
the skull, He says the wounds are 
dangerous, but not certainly fatal. 
The girl was conscious while the 
probing was proceeding. She is 16 
years of age, and a haudsome Portu- 
guese maiden. 

Perry breathed’ his last late this 
afternoon at the receiving hospital. 
Three shots had taken effect. One 
about an inch back of the right ear, 
the second above the right ear and the 
fatal one entered directly below the 
chin and passed upward into the brain. 
Perry was aboat 30 years of age.

A Reign of Terror Under 
Hippolyte.

The President Quenches a Rebellion in 
Streams of Blood. 


Hundreds of Citizens Dragged into the 
Streets and Shot Down, 


Hippolyte Himself Personally Super« 
intends Several Barbarous Ex- 
“ ecutions—The Work of 
Death Continues,

New York, June 8.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The steamer Orange 
arrived today from Port au Prince and 
brings the first definite news of the 
late insurrection in Hayti. The upris- 
ing was of a serious character, and for 
a time threatened important conse- 
quences, but the government repressed 
the rebellion by prompt and stern 
measures. The insurgents stormed 
the prison at Port au Prince, and a 
number of prisoners were released, 
when the military appeared on the 
scene and captured the whole party. 

N. B. Walker, a well-known resident 
of Port au Prince, a passenger on the 
steamer, states that there was consid- 
erable exeitement in that city. Martial 
law was declared, Some sixty persons 
were shot May 28. Hippolyte has 
everything in his own hands, and the 
killing goes on at the rate of two or 
three persons a day. 

A REIGN OF TERROR, 

PORT AU PRINCE, June 1, via New 
YorkK, June 8.—The massacre of St. 
Bartholomew has had a reproduction 


here lately. There have been rumors 
that a revolution against Hippolyte 
was imminent, and these having 
reached his ears he caused the arrest 
of about eighty suspected persons. 
Among them was Gen. Sully, who hid 
himself when informed that he 
was wanted. Failing to secure 
bim his wife was taken instead and 
thrown into prison. ‘The outbreak oc- 
curred May 23. A former cabinet min- 
ister at the head of a band of well- 
armed followers stormed the prisom 
and released 200 prisoners who were 
provided with arms, and when Hippo- 
lyte’s troops arrived there was a bloody 
battle. The rebels were routed and their 
euders shot at once. By nightfall 


ers were captured and shot on the three 
following days. Every man suspected 


gents was put to death without trial as 
soon as captured. Most of the 200 
prisoners released from jail by the in- 
surgents were recaptured and shot. 
HIPPOLYTE’S CRUELTY. 

The outbreak seemed to have been 
precipitated by the killingof Ernest 
Rigand, the most prominent merchant 
of Port au Prince. Hippolyte sus- 
pected bim of being in communication 
with Legitime and of having brought a 
cargo of arms for the rebels. Hippo- 
lyte went to his house with a detach- 
ment of soldiers. Kigand denied that 
he had any arms concealed either at 
his store or house, The President 
called bim into the street and had him 
shot down by the soldiers. 

The next morning a nephew of Ri. 
gand called at Hippolyte’s huuse to ask 
uim about the killing, not knowing 
that his uncle was shot by the Presi. 
dent’s order. As soon as he stated the 
object of his visit Hippolvte had him 
dragged into the street and shot. 

About the same time Alexis Rossi- 
gonal, an inoffensive and much 
esteemed man, was shot down withoul 
warning. Another man was put un 
against the cathedral wall.and butch- 
ered. Seventeen men were 

EXECUTED IN A BATCH, 

and even as this letter is being written, 
June 1, an occasional volley tells that 
another wretch has gone down. Ther 
is no fighting in the streets to excuse 
this. Every execution is carried out 
in the most cold-biooded way, the exe- 
Peutioners being soldiers belonging to 
the most degraded type of men and 
who seem to enjoy the bloody task. 

Day and night Hippolyte’s troops 
patrol the streets searching for persona 
suspected of being in sympathy with 
the insurgents. Business is practically 
suspended. The bodies of rebels shot 
are left lying in the streets for hours, 

Today a grand „festival of peace,“ 
so-called, is ordered by. Hippolyte. 
The festival is to celebrate the fac 
that the rebels have been defeated and 
peace established. It is impossible 
to enumerate in detail all the murders 
that have been perpetrated under colo 
of law. It is estimated that trom May 
28 to June 1, 300 persons have been put 
to death. Noone can say how long 
this state of afiairs will last, or what 
the result will be; nor can any one wha 
has not been au eye witness of the 
scenes of horror enacted, have an idea 
of the terrified condition of the people 
of Port au Prince. ° 


DYNAMITER GIBSON. 


He Gains a Point in the Federal 
Court at Chicago. 

CHICAGO, June 8.—Judge Blodgett 
this morning quashed the United 
States Court's indictment against 
George P. Gibson, secretary of the 
Whisky Trust, charged with conspiraer 
to destroy the Shufeldt distillery. The 
decision was on the ground that the 
case was one for the State courts, and 
not for the United States courts, in 
which there is no statute providing a 
penalty for the crime for which Gibson 
was indicted, 

The federal indictment against Gib- 
son charged him with conspiring to 
bribe Gauger Dewar to set fire to Shu- 
teldt’s distillery. Judge Biodgett sald 
the statutes make ita crime for any 
one to offer to bribe a United States 


officer to do any act in violation 
of his lawful duties, but to 
bribe or induce such officer to 


do an act not contained within the 
line of his official duties infringes no 
statute of the United States. Distil- 
leries are not under the protection of 
the United States, and the offense 
charged is not within Federal cogniz 
ance.

PAPER ON THE RAISIN INDUSTRY 


Animated Discussion Over the Pro- 
posed Change of the By-laws— 
Decided Objection to Pay- 
ing the Initiation Fee. 


The members of the Ladies’ Annex met in 


regular session yesterday afternoon. It is 
a matter worthy of note that the hinges of 
the doors leadiug to the assembiy-room had

Mrs. Anna C. Hobbs, in behalf of the In- 
dustrial Committee, read by proxy an ar- 
ticle on “Raisins vs. Wine,“ which advo- 
cated the culture of raisin grapos in prefer- 
ence to wine as a ntatter of profit. 
Statistics show that three-year-old 
vines will produce $100 per acre, and 
vines 9 years old 8300 per acre. 
The work of producing raisins requires 
more brain and taste than the culture of 
wine grapes, as the manner of packing has 
much to do with the sale of raisins, artis- 
tically arranged boxes often bringing fancy 
prices. It is here that woman’s tact and 
skillful fingers come into play: The article 
sets forth thatthe raisin industry is fore- 
most among horticultural pursuits. An- 
other new industry mentioned Was that of 
making wheat-ali. The wheat is dried by 
a slow heat and then coarsely ground like 
samp. 

The committee on decoration of the court- 
house model reported that but two ladies 
responded to the call issued for a meeting 
last Wednesday. "Another meeting is called 
for next Friday morning at 9 o'clock, when 
all ladies whocan do so are earnestly re- 
quested to come to the chamber prepared to 
assistin this work. Walnuts and prunes 
are needed to complete the decoration and, 
in the scarcity of red peppers, it was de- 
cided to shingle the roof withs 72 of 
berries from the pepper trees, which can be 
procured in abundance.

STOLE HIS CHILDREN. 


A Case of Abduction on the 
Fast Side. 


A SCHEME THAT DID NOT WORK 


Frank Wheat Carries Off His Boys 
to Compel His Wifeto Return 
to Him—The Case in 
Court. 


The police detectives and officers of East 
Los Angeles were considerably worked up 
yesterday over the abduction of the Wheat 
children Sunday evening at 6 o’clock at the 
hands of their father, Frank W. 
who has been guilty ofthis thing once or 
twice since his wife left him about a year 
ago. 

Mrs. Laura E. Wheat lives with her 
brother at No. 207 Downey avenue, and is 
highly spoken of by her neighbors, Sun- 
day evening she called at the East Side 
station and informed Capt. McKeog that 
her two little boys, aged 2}¢ and 6% years 
respectively, had been stolen. 

She ‘stated that Wheat, who has been 
troubling her of late about the children, was 
noticed hanging about the house Saturday 
and made several attempts to induce the 
children to go down town and get some 
clothes, but sne headed him off and thought 
he was gone. Sunday evening she turned 
her back for a few minutes shortly after 6 
o’clock, thinking the children safe, but she 
was mistaken, for when she returned home 
both children were gone and she was posi- 
tive the father had abducted them. 

Several officers were started out at once, 
but they could get no trace of them until 
early yesterday morning, when Wheat sent 
a letter to his wife in which he stated that 
8 had taken the boys and proposed to keep 
them. 

He told her that he had a good home for 
them, and she was also welcome if she 
would only come back and live with him. 
Instead of waiting for an answer Wheat 
putin an appearance near the house soon 
after sending the letter forthe purpose 
getting a verbal answer from his wife, it ie 
supposed, This was a mistake on his part, 
for as soon as he showed up Capt. McKeog 
took up his stand near by, and proceeded to 
shadow the abductor. 

Wheat waited some time for his wife to 
come outofthe house, but as she know 
that the officer wanted Wheat to get tired 
of waiting and go back to the little boys, 
she kept out of sight, and soon the abduc- 
tor turned and walked away. Capt. Me 
Keog followed Wheat to a lodging-house at 
No. 1116 New Main etreet. The officer 
located the children in a room and the 
proper authorities were notified at once, 

hen Mrs. Wheat left. her husband they 
were living at Downey, and a few days 
after they separated Wheat stole the little 
boys and took them to Texas. This was — 
September last, and the mother did every- 
* — in her power to find her children, but 


Just as she was giving up all hope of ever 
seeing. them again, Wheat returned from 
Texas and turned the little ones over to his 
wife. He admitted that he took them away 
to force her to return to him, but she_ de- 
clared that she would never live with him 
again, as he was in the habit of getting 
drunk and abusing her.. * 

Until a few weeks ago, Wheat kept away 
from his wife, but the old desire to have 
het return came to him once more, and it 
was notan uncommon thing to see him 
hanging about the house. He would go in 
the yard and talk to the children every tinie 
his wife’s back was turned, aud as she 
feared he would take the children from her 
again, she called at the police station and 
asked Cabt. McKeog to help her. The 
officer looked Wheat up and told him that 
if he 1 ey to see his boys he would have 
to go to the police . station. and an

Mrs. Wheat has applied for a 


divorce, and the case is set for hearing next | 

week. Wheat has always been anxious to 
get his wife to go back and live with him, 
and the officers are of the opinion that he 
stole the children Saturday for the purpose 
of forcing her to withdraw.the divorce case 
and return to him. 

Wheat has been married before and has a 
daughter 16 years of age by his first wife, 
who is living with the present Mra. Wheat. 
That he has never attempted to steal this 
girl goes to prove that he simply runs off 
with the boys under the belief that he can 
frighten their mother into returning to him. 

THE CASE IN COURT. 

In response to the application of Mrs. 
Laura E. Wheat, Judge McKinley issued 
two writs of habeas corpus yesterday after- 
noon, directing the Sheriff to produce the 
bodies of Ross and Charlie Wheat forth- 
with, and at 4:30 o’clock both parents and 
children appeared in Department Five. 
The petitioner, Mrs. Wheat, was repre- 
sented by Julius Lyons, Esq., while J. A. 
Donnell, Esq., appeared on behalf of ner 
husband. 

Mr. Lyons informed the Court that an 
action for divorce was pending between 
Wheat and her husband, which had 
been set for hearing on the 20th inst. No 
order, however, had as yet been made for 
the custody of the children, which had been 
with their mother until Sunday even- 
ing last, when the defendant, Frank W. 
Wheat, took them, As the latter had threat- 
ened to remove them beyond the jurisdic- 
tion of the court, she had been compelled to 
invoke the aid of the law. 

Deputy Sheriff C. L. Cruz, who served 
the writs, testified that he found the chil- 
dren in a lodging house at ** 1116 New 
Main street. 

Mrs. Laura E. Wheat then took the stand 
and testified that she was a dressmaker and 
resided at No. 207 Downey avenue, East Los 
Angeles. About 6 o’clock Sunday evening 
last, she was in the house and her two little 
boys; Koss and Charley. were playing in 
tront of the house, when their father came 
along aud carried them off. Her husband, 
with whom she was afraid to live, on ac- 
count of his intemperate habits, did not 
contribute toward the support of the chil- 
dren, and she had drawn $20 of his wages 
from his employer last week in order to pay 
for the support of his daughter by a former 
wife. He has on several occasions threat- 
ened to carry off the boys, and told her a 
short time ago that he would kill them 
‘sooner than let her have them, if she got a 
divorce.” 

Mrs. O. W. Johnson, a sister of the peti- 
tioner, testified to having known Wheat for 
eight years, and that he was intemperate 
and violent in his habits, 

Frank W. Wheat then took the stand and 
stated that be found the children out on the 
street 100 yards from the house, and that he 
only took them away to his room for the 
poms of buying some clothing for them,

This limitation was made at the earnest 
request of Mrs. Wheat, who informed the 
Court that unless it was so ordered, her 
husband would make his visit last from one 
end of a week to the other.

REPORTS OF OFFICERS. | 

The report of the City Tax and Ligense 
Collector to the effect that he had paid into 
the city treasury the sum of $5.38, balance 
due on account of collection of taxes, in 
accordance with the report of the Finance 
Committee, was read and referred tothe 
Auditor, 

The report of the pound-keeper for the 
month of May last, showing the number of 
animals impounded and the expenses of 
keeping the same, was received and referred 
to the Finance Committee.

The following message from the Mayor in 
reference to the demand of the contractor 
for the State-street.bridge was filed with 
the City Clerk yesterday afternoon, the 
Council having adjourned before it could be 
presented to that body: 

To the honorable the Council of the city 
of Los Angeles; 1 herewith return upap- 
proved the demand ot J. L. Bates (No. 2471 


) 
for $1053.75, for building the State-street. 


Un the 3d day of February last I returned 
to your honorable bedy the contract with 
Mr. Bates for theconstruction of this bridge, 
because of the cost of the bridge and of the 
earthen approachés thereto, Accompanying 
this communication was an estimate by the 
City Engineer of the cost ef building the 
approaches. In answerto my objections, 
the president of the Council assuied the 
Council that the contract inciuded the con- 
struction of the earthen approaches as well 
as the bridge, for the contract price, 8941. 
This demand for the full amount, together 
with $112.75 for extras, has been approved 
by your honorable body, and the approaches 
are still unbuiit. The lowest bid after ad- 
vertisement therefor for building the 
approaches is $998, as shown by the bids 
now in the hands of the City Clerk. That 
there may be no misconstruction of the lau- 
president at the 
time, I quote from his message: 
“Another important fact. The May- 
or’s message, together with an estimate of 
earth to be used iu the earthern approaches 
would give the impression that the city, 
after building the bridge, would have to 
pay over 81 for the earthen approaches. 
(The lowest bid brings it within 82 of the 
estimate.) The contract itself, then in the 
hands of the Mayor, clearly recites the fact 
that for 8941 the party is to construct and 
erect a three-span wooden bridge with 
earthwork approaches. To guird against 
any misunderstanding on the point, I inter- 
viewed the contractor, and in the presence 
of other Councilmen he stated positively 
and definitely that ne did expect to con- 
struct the earthwork approaches; that it 
was clearly stated in the contract, and that 
do the work.“ 

Notwithst 
was to do this work, the approaches have 
not been built andthe amount for which 
according to the president, he was to build 
them, is includedin this demand, and if 
again approved by your henorabie body will 
be paid. Now if he was to build these ap- 
broaches why is this money paid to him 
without the approaches being built. This 
knowledge of ttie president of the Council, 
which was ample at that time, ought to be 
relied on now to prevent the city from pay:

THE BACCARAT EPISODE, 


The bold references of the English 
Solicitor-General to the heir to the 
crown in the baccarat trial, in a speech 
which was loudly cheered at its con- 
clusion, is a refreshing evidence of in- 
dependence in a case where it requires 
much nerve to be independent. It is, 
of course, rather nauseating to learn 
that Sir Edward Clarke’s words were 
received by a portion cf the aristocratic 
audience with « “hushed murmur of 
astonishment not unmixed with dismay 
and some irritation.’’ It should, how- 
ever, be remembered that these shocked 
auditors no more represented the great 
mass of the English people than Me- 
Allister’s New York Four Hundred do 
the people of the United States. The 
Solicitor-General’s speech will un- 
doubtedly be received with cordial ap- 
proval by 99 per cent. of the English 
middle class,” the backbone of the 
country. 

That the people of England enjoy 
true liberty is manifest from the fact 
that such independent language may be 
used against the heir apparent in open 
court, without reproof. Imagine the 
possibility of such an occurrence in St. 
Petersburg, with the Czarevitch in the 
place of the Prince of Wales! On the 
other hand, were the son of a President 
of the United States in the predica- 
mentof the Prince, there would un- 
doubtedly be found, as in England. a 
small toadying clique who would en- 
deavor to shield him from publicity 
and annovance, although it is not for 
a moment to be supposed that the Gov- 
ernment would lend any countenance 
to such efforts, any more than the 
British government appears to haye 
done in this instance. 

The incident in question only shows 
more clearly what is every day becom- 
ing evident, that democratic ideas are 
fast gaining ground in Great Britain. 
That the English people do not at once 


demand a republican form of govern- 


ment is accounted for by the fact that 


proach to one in everything but name 
—a government in which the sovereign 
is but a figurehead, with far less 
power than our President, and which, 
in some cases, answers more quickly to 
a declaration of the popular will than 
does ours, as, for instance, in the dis- 
solution of Parliament and appeal to 
the people whenever the ministry is no 
longer in tune with public opinion. 
Suffrage is now so nearly universal in 
England thatit is an open question 
a blessing or otherwise. Every man 
place of abode, may vote. The agita- 
tion for the abolition of thé House of 
Lords is gaming ground as fast 
or faster than our Senate tends toward 
becoming a plutocraticclub. In fact, 
the democratic growth of England dur- 
ing recent years is as noticeable and 
encouraging as the drift in the United 
States toward the creation of a pluto- 
political power is alarming. 

There is one feature of the question 
in which encouragement may be found. 
With our young aristocracy of wealth, 
everything that is Eoglish goes, from 
horses to husbands. If they can only 
be persuaded that democracy is fash- 
ionable in England just now, we may 
expect to see them set the fashion 
among the Four Hundred of this coun- 
try, with good results. 


THE boycott is not gaining friends 
in this country. Every enlightened, 
patriotic and intelligent American is 
against it, as a thing wholly un- 
American and inits nature wholly at 
war with the spirit of free institutions. 
Iu a recent report upon social legisla- 
tion in the United States for 1889 and 
1890, made by Mr. Merriam for the 
English Economic Review, which is the 
organ of the Christian Social Union, we 
lind the following: The Legislature 
of Colorado, 1889, after graciously de- 
claring that it is not uvlawful for one 
laborer to influence another by peaceful 
means, sternly forbids intimidation and 
injury, either bodily or financial. The 
boycotting of employers 
as of fellow-laborers is like wise 
prohibited. Maine menaces with 
two years’ imprisonment and 85 
fine whoever by threats, intimidation 
or force, alone, or in conjunction with 
others, prevents any person from en- 
tering into or continuing in the em- 
ployment of any person, firm, or cor- 
poration. Over against conspiracy 
stands black-listing, a practice which 
prevails to some extent, chiefly among 
railways. Indiana visits the practice 
with heavy penalties. In California, 
the boycott has been pronounced un- 
constitutional, The true American 
will not submit to such impudent and 
unlawful tyranny.“

STORMY POLITIGAL OUTLOOK IN

The Leading Government Orgar 
Sounds a Note of Warning— 
Liberals Confident of a 


Speedy Victory.

TORONTO, June 8.—/By the Associ- 
ated Press.] From almost every point 
in Canada come tidings of universal 
sorrow at the death of Sir John Mac- 
donald.
